Tes years after the fire, the 
perserverance of the people 
was brought before the public 
when the new consolidated 
school, a seven hundred fifty 
thousand dollar structure, was 
epened with special 
ceremonies, Mr. and Mrs. 
Reger Dunn donated the 
Sraumd on which the new 
school was erected. At this 
hstoric occasion, other in- 
dents of the town's rebirth 
were related, Selectman Fred 
Walker told hew many friends 
m the state of Maine helped 
Brownfield build a church, 
how the Red Cross aided 
tesidents in building new 
homes, how a fire company 
was formed and a station built 
and how a library and 
Masoni¢ Hall were con- 
structed through the efforts of 
the town's. people. 

Even with new buildings 
being erected, the toll the fire 
had taken could still be seen. 
The mountain known as Burnt 
Meadow, which in ancient 
times was volcanic, in present 
limes stood lifeless with trees 
stretching their charred arms 
forth in the midst of a barren 
wasteland. Industry departed 
with the tragie fire and 
refused to return to Brown- 
field, yet hopes were not 
dimmed Some began chicken 
raising’ businesses, others 
began dairying and farming 
and some sought jobs in 
surrounding areas where 
work was offered. 

About two years after the 
school was erected, green 
began appearing on the 
mountain and season by 
season new life thrived until 
the fire swept mountain area 
trees were surrounded by 
living pines, hemlocks and 
birches, The mountain itself 
would not yield completely to 
the enemy 

Today, twenty-five years 
later, the future docs not look 
hopeless and bleak as it did on 
that tragie day in 1947 

Former residents are 
returning to lown, some now 
old enough to retire, new 
families are taking up 
residency, and young people 
are petting married and 
building their homes m the 
town of their birth. 

In February 1971, a dream 
of many years was fulfilled for 
the town of Brownfield, Burnt 
Meadow Mountain Ski Area 
was opened to the public on 
February 6 The mountain 
that had been scarred by fire 
rene offers a winter delight to 
Hiers with twenty-eight acres 
of trails, and features three 
trails for the beginner fo 
expert skiers Itisa family ski 
area wilh a T-Bar of 5400 feet 
lofig from hase to the top of the 
mountain.

town, located in West 
Brownfield, the section that 
escaped the fire, which 
belonged to the Eaton family 
for more than three 
generations, has been pur- 
chased recently by Mr. and 
Mrs. Fred Patterson. The old 
Eaton Ranch sign has been 
replaced with Patterson's 
Ponderosa and it is aptly 
named, The new owners 
raised cattle during the winter 
of 1972 and are planning to 
breed and raise cattle in 1973, 
Ponderosa Hills, Inc. has now 
been formed and at Merrill's 
Corner custom built four 
season homes will be erected, 
Work has already begun on 
the new road required for the 
project, 

After twenty-five years of 
constant struggle, the town is 
beginning to thrive. The 
mountain was the first 
beginning of new economy for 
Brownfield. Now in the midst 
of winter with frigid tem- 
peratures, the mountain does 
nol look as barren and cold as 
it did when devasted by the 
Breat fire that lashed the 
town. If it could speak, it 
would surely say, "I too have 
waited a long time for this 
day.

Fryeburg Fair in 1854 


by Everett K, Martin 

In 1852, The West Oxford 
Agricultural Society, which 
was holding its second or third 
annual fair at Fryeburg, 
awarded to Zenas P, Thom of 
Fryeburg $3 for the best entire 
horse, 


but have longed that one day 
you would come to me! I 
have waited long to give you 
new found joy, patiently to 
replace charred moments 
with new, exciting ones. I 
admired your courage and 
endurance as I wore my sears 
for many years. Now I 
welcome you.” 

Because Brownfield people 
and other people that adopted 
the town as their own had a 
love affair with the town in 
which they lived, a place that 
was near death is completely 
resurrected and twenty-five 
years later those who refused 
to let it die have seen the dawn 
of a new day! 
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Maybe other parts of horses 
were singled out for prizes in 
those days, but the writer 
never heard of it. And it 
makes the slightly vulgar 
mind wonder what sort of 
prize would be given for that 
best shaped portion which the’ 
judges might have seen going 
away? . 

Atany rate, the chairman of 
the horse exhibit of the fair 
that year, J, E. Hutchins, went 
big for entire horses.
